Transport for London is 
stumping up two-thirds of the 
cost through its local imple¬ 
mentation scheme, which gives 
money to councils for trans¬ 
port projects. 

Traffic disruption is set to 
continue until the £3.1m 
project is completed on 
September 6.

The former leader of 
Kingston Council has been 
charged with five counts of 
possessing indecent images of 
children. 

Derek Osbourne, 59, was 
charged on Tuesday after ap¬ 
pearing at Sutton police sta¬ 
tion on bail. 

Mr Osbourne, from New 
Malden, was also charged 
with five counts of distribut¬ 
ing indecent images of 
children and one count of pos¬ 
sessing extreme pornography. 

The alleged offences are 
said to have taken place on or 
before June 11,2013. 

He will appear at Westmin¬ 
ster Magistrates’ Court on 
September 6. 

Mr Osbourne’s solicitor Phil 
Smith said: “My client has 
fully co-operated with the po¬ 
lice since his arrest and con¬ 
tinues to do so.” 

Mr Osbourne had first been 
elected as a Kingston council¬ 
lor in 1986 and eventually be¬ 
came the Liberal Democrat 
leader of the council in 1997. 

He resigned from the coun¬ 
cil in June following his ar¬ 
rest by police, which sparked 
a byelection in which the Con¬ 
servative candidate won. 

His then deputy leader, 
Councillor Liz Green, became 
the leader of Kingston 
Council.

Flying tribute to aviation great Harry Hawker 


Britain’s oldest airworthy sea¬ 
plane will fly back over Kingston 
and Elmbridge on Sunday as 
part of a five-day project mark¬ 
ing the anniversary of the Cir¬ 
cuit of Britain Race in 1913. 

Sponsored by the Daily Mail, it 
was the first major British com¬ 
petition for seaplanes, with a 
£5,000 prize for the first aviator 
to circumnavigate the British 
coastline - 1,540 miles in all. 

Four pilots intended to com¬ 
pete, but one was killed shortly 
beforehand. 

The other two had to withdraw 
because of engine trouble, and 
only Harry Hawker actually 
took part. 

Hawker completed more than 
1,000 miles, the longest distance 
ever flown over water at that 


time, before crashing just north 
of Dublin. Though he failed to 
complete the course, his achieve¬ 
ment so enthralled the public the 
Daily Mail gave him £1,000 as a 
consolation prize. 

Hawker went on to become 
Britain’s finest aircraft engineer 
and pilot until his premature 
death in 1921. 

His coffin was borne by col¬ 
leagues from the aircraft factory 
in Canbury Park Road, Kingston, 
before burial in the churchyard 
of St Paul’s, Hook. 

To commemorate Hawker’s 
heroic circuit of Britain flight in 
1913, the oldest airworthy am¬ 
phibian still flying in the UK - 
the Catalina G-PBYA, based at 
Duxford - will complete 
the same circuit during a 


five-day flight. 

The intended schedule yester¬ 
day was to depart from Duxford; 
flying over Tower Bridge; 
Kingston (over the site of the 
Sopwith factory; Hook (Harry 
Hawker’s resting place) and 
Brooklands (where Hawker 
learned to fly and tested aircraft 
for World War I). 

From there it was to continue 
to Southampton and have a short 
stop before following a coastal 
route to Leeming, where it was 
due to stay overnight. 

It will then follow Hawker’s 
trail over the next three days, 
flying back over Brooklands, 
Hook and Kingston on Sunday, 
August 25 (at 4.01pm, 4.04pm and 
4.06pm respectively) before re¬ 
turning home to Duxford.

Man faces manslaughter charge over Warsame killing 


A man has appeared in 
court accused of killing 
Kingston resident Warsame 
Warsame by allegedly 
punching him twice in the 
head during a fight on a 
train. 

Rhys Stacey Parchment, 
24, of New Barns Avenue, 


Mitcham, was charged with 
manslaughter on Tuesday 
morning last week, and ap¬ 
peared at Lavender Hill 
Magistrates’ Court the fol¬ 
lowing day. 

He is accused of killing Mr 
Warsame, 24, by punching 
him twice in the head 


during a fight on a train 
from Raynes Park to Water¬ 
loo on March 2. 

Mr Warsame was later 
found unconscious on a dif¬ 
ferent train travelling back 
from Wimbledon to Raynes 
Park, and died at St 
George’s Hospital, Tooting, 


two days later from an inop¬ 
erable bleed on the brain.

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Racist thug back 
back behind bars

A racist thug jailed for attacking 
Kingston Mosque is back in 
prison months after being 
released - this time for brutally 
stabbing a man during a wake. 

David Morris knifed construc¬ 
tion worker Edminas Samulion- 
is at Hart’s Boatyard pub in 
Surbiton on December 13,2012. 

In what police described as a 
“deeply disturbing” act, Morris - 
who had played no part in the 
fight up to that point - was 
captured on CCTV leaving the 
Portsmouth Road pub and 
walking to his van in the car 
park. 

He returned with a 7in blade 
and stabbed Lithuanian-born 
Mr Samulionis repeatedly, 
before leaving in his van at 
speed. 

The victim suffered a punc¬ 
tured lung and has still not fully 
recovered from the attack. 

It is understood he has since 
returned to his home country. 

Last Friday at Kingston Crown 
Court, Morris, 22, was sentenced 
to six years in prison after plead¬ 
ing guilty to causing grievous 
bodily harm. 

He had originally been arrest¬ 
ed on suspicion of attempted 
murder. 

Speaking after the sentencing, 
Detective Constable Tony Holley 
said: “This was a deeply disturb¬ 
ing result to an incident that got 
completely out of hand. 

“Not only was David Morris 
not involved with the argument, 
but he had not engaged in the 
fighting at all, yet he took it upon 
himself to calmly leave the 
venue, arm himself with a knife, 
re-enter and repeatedly stab 
somebody who was incapacitat¬ 
ed on the floor. 

“I believe Mr Samulionis is 
very lucky to have escaped with¬ 
out more serious injuries, 
although he has still not fully

recovered.” 

Mr Samulionis was one of six 
construction workers enjoying a 
Christmas meal at Hart’s 
Boatyard pub at the same time as 
the wake, which Morris was 
attending. 

He had started a conversation 
with the girlfriend of another 
member of the wake, Liam 
Fernandez, who confronted 
Mr Samulionis. 

A fight later broke out involv¬ 
ing Mr Samulionis and colleague 
Mantas Zakrys, who was put in a 
headlock and bottled. 

Fernandez, 27, of Carnforth 
Close, Epsom, pleaded guilty to

affray and was handed an 
eight-month prison sentence, 
suspended for two years, at an 
earlier hearing. 

Morris, of Elm Way, Epsom, 
was among three men 
sentenced to prison in April last 
year for an unprovoked attack 
on Kingston Mosque. 

He had been part of a gang of 
masked men who targeted the 
mosque after a march in Novem¬ 
ber 2010. 

He received six months in May 
2012 for racially aggravated 
criminal damage, after throwing 
rashers of bacon over the Islam¬ 
ic place of worship. 



‘Frustration’ of on-the-run prisoner 


The cousin of a murderer on 
the run said he had threatened 
to walk out of prison after 
delays in his release. 

Police are still searching for 
Derek Passmore, who was serv¬ 
ing a life sentence after he 
killed a man in Hampton in Oc¬ 
tober 1996. 

The 48-year-old, formerly of 
Robin Hood Lane, Kingston, left 
Ford open prison in 
Sussex on day release on Satur¬ 
day, June 22, and has not been 
seen since. 

Passmore’s cousin, John 
Burgess, said he last saw him 
about 10 weeks ago and that he 
was frustrated with the lack of 
progress in the parole process. 

Mr Burgess said: “He was 
always complaining about the 
probation service and was due 
for a parole hearing.

“They weren’t listening. 

“I am 100 per cent [certain] he 
told me that if it doesn’t change 
he would go.” 

Mr Burgess said for the past 
two years Passmore had been 
allowed out of the category D 
open prison for eight days a 
month and said he thought he 
had completed his sentence. 


He said: “To get out every time 
you have to go before 
a committee. These people have 
so much influence over your life 
as a prisoner if they take a dis¬ 
like to you, that’s it. 

“He was getting to be a bit of 
an embarrassment for them be¬ 
cause you are meant to be in 
open prison for two years. 

“He was there for three 
years.” 

An ex-official of the national 
Parole Board warned last year 
there was a risk of jail distur¬ 
bances and EU compensation 
claims due to delays in assess¬ 
ing inmates for release. 

A Ministry of Justice 
spokesman said: “All those 
located in open conditions have 
been rigorously risk assessed 
and categorised as being of low 
risk to the public.”

Two-thirds of electric car charging 
points in Kingston were used for 
less than a minute a day last 
winter.

Most-used were plugs in St 
James’ Road, at Currie Motors by 
the Coombe Lane flyover, and at 
Asda in Kingston. 

Drivers in St Mark’s Hill, Sur¬ 
biton, plugged in for an average of 
34 minutes a day between Septem¬ 
ber 1 and December 31, last year. 

Liberal Democrat London As¬ 
sembly member Stephen Knight 
said if taxis and buses were con¬ 
verted to electric, creating demand 
for plugs, consumers would follow.

Fined for blue 
badge misuse 

A woman has been fined and given a 
criminal record after using her moth¬ 
er’s blue badge to park in disabled 
spaces. 

Lynda Robinson, 55, did not turn up 
at Richmond Magistrates’ Court on 
Tuesday last week to answer charges 
of fraud by parking in the Ashdown 
Road car park in Kingston twice. 

She was ordered to pay more than

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Causing a stink over 
home’s sewage flood

An accountant whose house 
flooded with raw sewage 
three times because of a bro¬ 
ken pipe has won an apology 
from Thames Water. 

Geoff Oakshett, returned to 
his home in Hamilton Av¬ 
enue, Tolworth, one Thurs¬ 
day night in March to find his 
kitchen extension under 2in 
of sewage, which had burst 
from an inside manhole. 

Guests could not visit, win¬ 
dows had to be left open to let 
the stink out and “copious” 
amounts of air freshener had 
to be sprayed around. 

A sewer cleaning lorry in 
the street was the cause, he 
believes, although Thames 
Water cited “data protection” 
when he tried to find out. 

Days after a clean-up team 
disinfected the floor, more 
foul sewage flowed up the 
manhole cover. 

After lifting up floorboards 
in the kitchen, hall, dining 
room and lounge he discov¬ 
ered a 2in to 3in “effluent 
flood”. 

Engineers even recorded 
the flood on video cameras. 
They offered him the stan¬ 
dard compensation credit of 
£150. 

Mr Oakshett, 63, said: “I

think probably the lowest ebb 
was when I found the whole 
layer of concrete under the 
ground floor had been 
flooded. 

“There was no substantial 
non-liquid items, but it was 
raw sewage.” 

He said: “The smell 
throughout the house has 
been appalling. 

“There ought to be some¬ 
thing to recognise the discom¬ 
fort and the stress, and all the 
rest of it that has been 
caused.” 

A Thames Water spokes¬ 
man said: “We have let Mr 
Oakshett down. We are very 
sorry. We will do better in 
future. When things went 
wrong we should have acted 
immediately, but we didn’t. 

“We are in contact with Mr 
Oakshett and we are putting 
this right.” 

Thames Water recently 
asked regulator Ofwat to be 
allowed to raise its prices by 
£29 a household despite its 
£145m profit. 

The average yearly house¬ 
hold bill for Thames Water 
customers is £354.

Ssr Apprenticeships 
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Mum: Lock sex attacker 
up and throw away key 


The mother of two children 
says she was “betrayed” by a 
Worcester Park man found 
guilty of sexual and indecent 
assault. 

All the way through his 
month-long trial Michael Hop¬ 
kins, a 63-year-old who ser¬ 
viced lifts and mobility 
scooters for a living, denied 19 
counts of sexual and indecent 
assault against children as 
young as six. But a jury decid¬ 
ed on August 7 that he was 
guilty of seven counts of sexu¬ 
al assault and four counts of 
indecent assault against four 
children. 

The offences were carried 
out on children who all attend¬ 
ed schools around the borough 
of Kingston and were between 
six and 12 years of age between

2001 and 2010. 

He now faces prison. 

The mother, who cannot be 
identified for legal reasons, 
said: “I trusted this man. I 
don’t trust people easily at all. 
It just goes to show what a 
charmer he was. 

“I look back now and I think 
how could I fall for that one? 

“I feel totally devastated. 

“I thought they had a happy 
childhood. 

“He made them feel unsafe. 
Words cannot express how 
angry I am. I feel betrayed. 

“My job was to be the best 
mum that I could be and make 
sure that my children were 
happy. But I feel like I delivered 


my children up on a platter to 
the devil. I just wish someone 
would have said something. 
There were so many signs. I 
feel stupid.” 

During the trial jurors heard 
Hopkins, who lived in Church 
Road in Worcester Park, was 
a heavy drinker and flirt 
who was hoping to “groom” 
children. 

A video interview of one 
of the victims described 
Hopkins regularly “groping” 
her breasts and touching her 
“private bits”. 

The girl’s mum said: “You 
don’t believe that it would hap¬ 
pen to you. You can’t get your 
head around it. 

“I thought they would tell me 
something like that. But they 
were scared. 


“She thought she would go to 
prison if she told.” 

She said one of her children 
was now attending counselling 
and had trouble sleeping 
and another took medication 
and had tried to self harm 
and threatened to commit 
suicide. 

The woman said: “I want to 
move on. We are not going to 
let this break us. 

“We have been waiting three 
years for this. 

“He has still not admitted his 
guilt. I want them to lock him 
up and throw away the key. I 
hope he gets what is coming to 
him.” 

Hopkins, who is now in 
custody, will be sentenced at 
Kingston Crown Court on 
October 4. 


‘Childline thought we were joking’ 


During the trial one of the victims 
said she had called Childline, but 
felt they treated her allegations 
as a joke. 

The teenager said: “We called 
Childline, but they just thought 
we were taking the mick. 

“I think they took it as a joke 
because we were both talking at 


the same time and trying to get 
our words in.” 

Her mother, who was not in 
court for the case, said: “I only 
knew they called up Childline 
when I saw the piece in the 
paper. 

“That really makes me angry. 

“If they were taken seriously it 


could have stopped a long time 
ago.” 

Childline said: “On occasion, 
for example as part of a court 
case, we may be asked to offer 
evidence and after receiving 
identifying information, such as 
the time of the call, we can trace 
it but only with the consent of the 


young person involved. 

“We have investigated this 
case, but without any identifying 
information it has not been pos¬ 
sible to trace the call.” 

Childline, which is run by the 
NSPCC, helped 232,000 chil¬ 
dren and young people receive 
help in 2011-12.

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Sexual misconduct in schools 


More than a dozen Kingston pupils were 
kicked out of school for sexual misconduct 
in the 2011-12 academic year. 

Fixed-term suspensions were handed to 
530 pupils in the borough that year, with 
the majority in secondary schools - 10 
fewer than in the previous year. 

The figure, encompassing state-funded 
primary, secondary, and special schools, 
was the second-lowest in London, after 
Kensington and Chelsea. 

The 13 incidents of sexual misconduct 
were committed by secondary pupils, ac¬ 
cording to Department for Education 
statistics. Seven such cases were logged 
the year before. 


Persistent disruptive behaviour and 
physically assaulting other pupils were 
the most common reasons for temporary 
exclusion, leading to 126 and 125 children 
being kicked out, respectively. 

Ten pupils were permanently excluded. 

Councillor David Ryder-Mills, lead mem¬ 
ber for schools, said sexual misconduct 
complaints had not come to the attention 
of council officers. He also said overall 
numbers of exclusions were dropping. 

He said: “The trend is downwards, from 
a very low figure anyway.” 

Most secondary schools in the borough 
have academy status and do not come 
under council control.

Surveyors said the property 
market in July grew at the fastest 
rate since 2009, with 53 per cent 
more of their members reporting 
an increase in demand from 
potential buyers during July. 

First time buyers in particular 
are taking the plunge, secure in 
the knowledge that both rates and 
prices are as low as they are likely 
to go. 

But as they rush to buy, prices 
are already being pushed up as 
sellers still hesitate to go to 
market, meaning there’s 
competition for the homes that are 
available for sale. 

“I think the Bank of England 
announcement will be viewed as 
generally good, adding to the 
positive sentiment already out 
there. It will help to boost buyer 
sentiment in the short term but it 
is not without some concern,” said 
Mr Michell. 

“While the (Bank of England) 
announcement may result in more 


movement in the market, both the 
lack of housing and rising 
competition in the property 
market could result in higher 
prices.” 

Mr Michell says if the 
Government is “really serious 
about boosting home ownership 
levels,” they need to think about 
the number of homes that are 
available to buy as well as keeping 
interest rates low. 

The new Bank of England 
Governor, Mark Carney, decision 
not to raise the Bank’s 0.5 per cent 
rate for borrowing until 
unemployment drops to 7 per cent 
is seen as better news for 
borrowers than for savers. 

Welcoming the measure, 
Chancellor George Osborne said: 
“Families thinking of taking out a 
mortgage or a business thinking 
about expanding and taking out a 
loan are going to have greater 
certainty that interest rates are 
going to stay low for longer.”
